SIR GEORGE FOSTER THINKS THA 
TIME NOT RIPE FOR CONFERENCE 


Issues Article Giving His Reasons For Not Holding Conference In 
Ottawa at Present Time as Was Planned—Says Men’s Hands Are 
Full and Minds Are Busy With Other Work.

OTTAWA, Dec. 24.—Sir George 
Foster, minister of trade com- 
merce, in an article penned before his 
departure for England gives his 
reason for not holding a business 
mens’ conference in Ottawa as plan- 
ned, the fact that the time is not 
ripe.

COURT OF APPEAL 
DECIDES AGAINST 
CLAIM TO SET-OFF 


{mportant Judgment Arising Out of 
the Law Bearing Upon Assign-

The court of appeal has affirmed the 
judgment of Chief Justice Harvey and 
dismissed the appeal in the case of 
James A, McKinnon, assignee of the 
estate of Paul M. Schubert and Max 
Wenzel against Fred Horn, in which 
the question before the court was whe- 
ther a person indebted to one who has 
made an assignment can, after the as- 
signment, buy up claims against the 
estate of the assignor and set them oft 


when the official assignee calls for 
payment of the amount due to the 
estate.

made an assignment to the official as-

ber was 1243. One interesting point, 
of interest, perhaps, to some contest- 
ents, was that the judges deciced that 
the parts in three ball bearings in- 
cluded in the jar should be counted 
separately, instead of as one piece. 
This was the only thing that needed 
sdjudieation, All the rest was plain 
sailing. 

Then came the huge task of check- 
ing the ballots. This occupied about 
five hours, each ballot being careful- 
y examined, and afterwards just as 
carefully checked, so as to ensure that 
no mistakes be made. When the 
checking had been completed it was 
sound that forty-three contestants had 
correctly estimated the right number. 
The estimates that were placed in 
the ballot box carly in the contest 
were mostly below the right figure, 
the contestants evidently being mis- 
ied by the few large parts In the jac. 
Continued study of the jar, however, 
revealed hundreds of smaller parts, 
such as washcrs, nuts and bolts, and 
even the tacks required for the up- 
holstering, and just as much a part of 
u car as the engine. In consequence, 
some very high est'imates were placed 
in the box during the late stages of 
the contest. One ballot, No. 21511, 
actually estimated the number of 
parts at 29,471,379, this being the 
highest recorded number. On the 
other hand, Ballot No. 29806 estimat- 
ed only one part, although. how this 
estimate tvas arrived at, with several 
hundred parts in plain view, it is dif- 
ficult to say. 

The examination of the ballots re- 
vealed some curious sidelights on the 
contest.

The speeches which were delivered 
this week by ministers of the quad- 
ruple entente have defined the views 
of the allies on the problems of peace 
and war.” 

The Journal and the Gautois think 
President Wilson was influenced by 
thought of intensification of sub- 
marine warfare and consideration of 
the consequences of total interruption 
of sea traffic if the Germans should 
carry out the project they are re- 
ported to have decided on and send 
125 submarines to American waters. 
The president may have been in- 
fluenced, these papers say, by the in- 
crease in the cost of living in the Un- 
ited States
